J. T. Belwood, over Oh years old. a 
resident of Saline county and who 
owns many broad acres of land in 
what is known as the Wanamaker 
neighborhood, in the southeast part 
of the county, was written of in Sun- j er 
days Sedalia Democrat, the article 
being accompanied by an excellent 
likeness of the subject of tho article, 
says the Sweet Springs Weekly Eagle. 
Mr. Belwood owns one of the finest 
tracts of land iii Saline county. 
A 
number of years ago, when a railroad 
promoter was seeking a right of way 
for a “ north and south’’ railroad from 
Sedalia to Marshall, a railroad which, 
by the way, has been the dream of 
the farmers of that section of the 
country for a generation or more, 
Mr. Belwood offered to donate the 
land for a townsite at Wanamaker, 
his only condition being that should 
the road be built and a town started 
it should be named Belwood. 
Tile railroad promoter’s plans came 
to naught and the Pettis and Saline 
county farmers did not get the rail­ 
road and probably will not during the 
lifetime of the men who worked so 
hard for it. 
Mr. Belwood will not live lo see 
the “ steam cars” pass his magnificent 
farm, but not to be discouraged, he 
has joined his neighbors in an etfort 
to improve the highways in that sec­ 
tion of tile country and a combination 
of good roads and motor cars will ul­ 
timately give the progressive farmers 
of that section an outlet to the sur­ 
rounding towns, for 
themselves 
least; and it is not outside the bounds 
os possibility that the motor truck 
may evenually solve the problem of 
quickly and easily marketing their 
live stock.

London, Feb. 4.—Great Britain has 
decided that if the American steamer 
AN ilhelmina, now on her way with a 
cargo of foodstuffs for Germany, is 
intercepted, her cargo will be sub­ 
mitted to a prize court, so that the 
situation arising out of the action of 
Germany in ordering that all grain 
and flour shall be placed under con­ 
trol of the government may be regu­ 
larized. 
In a statement issued last 
night the British foreign office says: 
“The new German decree makes it 
evident that all grain and flour is to 
pass 
under 
control of the German 
government, and it must, therefore, 
when imported, be regarded as vir­ 
tually consigned to the German gov­ 
ernment or to the authorities under 
their control. 
This creates a novel situation, and 
it is probable that if the destination 
and cargo of the Wilhelmina are as
